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A WATERY WASTE. 


Disastrgus Floods in Northwestern Wash- 
ington. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 22.—Reports of the 
storm throughoutthe State are still worse 
to-day and the prospects are that rail com- 
munication will be abandoned for several 
days at least. A number of additional deaths 
are reported as aresult of the floods, while 
the loss of property, in the shape of farm 
buildings carried away and wrecked, will 
make a very formidabie item in the valleys of 
Duwamisch, White, Green, Black, Stuck, 


Cedar and Puyallup. Therivers to the south- 
ward of Snohomish, the Still, Agumish and 
Skagit, northward, are vast lakes. 

In the Stuck Valley, asfaras the eye can 
see, the valley isa seething lake, on which 
logs, shingle bolts, wrecked buildings, rail- 
road ties, uprooted trees and debris are 
jammed together ten or twenty feet deep, 
and it is feared thatthe new county bridge 
will be carried away. 

In Chehailis County, near Elma, the 
Northern Pacific railway bridge is such a 
wreck that trains dare not cross until the 
high water recedes. Additional wash-outs 
on the Northern Pacific main line between 
Seattle and Tacoma and on the Portlagd 
Route are reported, and no trains have ar- 
rived to-day or are liabie to arrive for sev- 
eral days. Long trestles have also been 


washed out. 

The same state of affairs is reported on all 
other lines. There were several more laad- 
slides reported 8 meme ge & To add to the al- 
ready bad condition of the roads, there have 
been several wrecks. 

In valleys and atong the railroads water 
covers the tracks in many places for long 
distances to the depth of ten feet. The Great 
Northern Railroad will not be able torun 
trains until the bridges have been repaired, 
the slides removed and the track renewed. 
The Seattle, Lake Shore & Eastern Kallroad 
runs trains to the internattonal boundary, 
but transfer must be made around the slide 
at Blackman. 

Three or four steamers have been reported 
sunkin the Snohomish Kiver but no Ives 
are reported tv have been lost. Large 
steamers are carrying passengersto What- 
com to make connections with the rallroad. 
J. M, Moider’s farm hands are reported to 
have been drowned last Saturday near 
Snohomish. Prof. Gallard, wife, son and 
niece, and boatman, aliadults, are bDelleved 
tohave been drowned as thelr boat was 
found yesterday on an island. They left 
Everett Friday afternoon for Marysville and 
have not been seen since. 

Many farmers throughout the entire west- 
ern portion of the State have lost all their 
stock by drowning, and none in the rich and 
extensiv® valleys have escaped from loss. 
The damage to the agricultural districts will 
amount to many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. It certainly has been the worst 
rainfall that bas ever been experienced on™" 
Puget Sound, and the rain having set in 
again, it is Mable to cause adilitional loss. 
Several additional small towns along the rall- 
way lines are under water and sonie single- 
story houses are entirely submerged. It is 
believed when telegraphic commupication Is 
resumed the reporis willcome in from the 
worst flooded localities of many Ives 
having been lost and much stock killed. 
Thougn no inforwation has yet been received‘ 
the Snohomish Valley will doubtless suffer 
the same as the others and the valleys of the 
mining districts will meet with similar disas- 
ter. Another train wreck is reported ou tue 
Seattie & Northern, up the ort Valley, 
through runniag on Water-covered track, but 
no lives have Deen reported lost. Kittikas 
County will sustain a heavy loss in the de- 
struction of the bridges over the Yakima 
River, and other counties are sure to be 
dumaged by the floods. Reports from British 
Columbia are to the effect that the valleys in 
that country have met withasimilar dls- 
aster. 
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TAKING TURNS. 


Long Line of Homs-Seekers Prave the 
_ Cold Weather. 

MARQUETTE, Mich,., Nov. 22.—Between fifty 
and sixty menand women have been stand- 
ing atche Third street entrance to the Gov- 
ernment Building for forty-eight hours in the 
biting cold weather, waiting for the opening 
of the Bay de Noquette land grant at 10 
o’ciock to day. They are not allowed on the 


stone steps, the police RBeeping them 
back, so they stand closely 
packed up against the cold stone 


walls with the snow beneath packed Into ice 
by their constant stamping to keep their feet 
trom freezing. The line formed Sunday and 
over a dozen have stuck to their posts. There 
lias been a blinding snow-storm and the 
mercury now marks 20 degs. above zero, but 
resolutely in her place at the head of the line 
stands Miss Alice Salter, just over 21, anda 
graduate of the Marquette High{§Schoo!.

The doors of the bulld- 
ing were opened to them at 7 o’ciock this 
morning and the line was permitted to move 
up to the doors of the land office on the sec- 
ond floor and three hours later were adimit- 
ted to their filling record in accordance with 
their positions In the line. In the 13,000 
acres to be opened to entry are some quarter- 
sections worth $12,000 for their pine alone, 
but they are few; and a number of contests 
willl ensue between filers and parties who 
have squatted on the best claims. _ 


‘CLEVELAND'S VACATION. 


President-Elect Fieeing $$ From 
Harassing Cares. 

New York, Nov. 22.—President-elect Cleve- 
land left town to-day in search of a much 
needed rest. A newspaper representative 
called uponj Mr. Cleveland this morning. In 
speaking of the resolute necessity of relief 
fromthe annoyances and exactions which 
are his daily lot at home, he sald: 

‘‘Many of the callers whom I have been 
obliged to receive would not, I think, 
have encroached upon my time if they 
had given the matter a moment’s 
refiection. Those who have called upon 
me to talk about offices, it seems 
to me, have been a little inconsiderate 
and certainly premature. I desire to give 


as much publicity as possible to the state- 
ment that 1 donot propose to consider ap- 
plications for offices prior to my inaugura- 
tion, and J shall avoid all interviews on that

subject. Those who, under any . »pre- 
tense, gain an opportunity to _ present 
their applications: orally, and those 


who burden me at this time with written 
applications, cannot possibly do anything 
which would so interfere with their chances 
of success, Written applications will be so 
little regarded that I doubtif they ever see 
tue files in Washington, forthere is no rea- 
son or decency in my being overwhelmed 
with such matters at this time,.’’ 

On being asked how long he expected to be 
away on bis vacation Mr. Cleveland replied: 

**As to that Iam not certain; it will depend 
upon various conditions. lLexpect, however, 
to be absent about two weeks and when I re- 
turn, unless | am somewhat reliev@l from 
the unnecessary demands upon my time 
to which have been subjected 
lLere thus far, I shall shut up my house in the 
city and find some more quiet place to spend 
the winter. Certainly between now and the 
4th. of March I ought to have some time to 
devote to other matters than receiving cail- 
ers and considering subjects which should be 


postponed.’’

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FROM THE THRONE. 


German Reichstag Formally Opened by 
Emperor William. 


INCREASED ARMY EXPENSES HIS PRIN- 
CIPAL TOPIC, 


London Newspapers Discuss the Interna- 
tional Monetery Conference—Quiet Re- 
stored in the Chilian Capital—Verdict 
for Mrs. Deacon Rendered—New Cop- 
per Gun Tested—Foreign News, 


BERLIN, Nov. 22.—Great interest has been 
manifested throughout Germany in the 
speech that the Emperor would make in 
opening the Reichstag to-day, and the whole 


nation has been anxioustolearn what his | 


majesty would have to say concerning the 
army bill and other national matters. The 
ceremony of opening the session took place 
in the Knights’ Hall of the Royal Palace, and 
was performed withthe utmost pomp and 
splendor. Emperor William read his speech 
opening the session. His majesty, in re- 
ferring to foreign affairs, sald: : 

**In view of the friendly relations with all 
the powers and the consciousness that in 
pursuing acommon end we shall continue 
to enjoy the effectual support of the allied 
States, I cherish the hope that Germany will 
not be disturbed in her peaceful endeavor to 
promote her ideal economic interests. At 
the same tinre the development of the mill- 
tary power of other European States, im- 
poses on us the serious, nay, imperative 
duty of strengthening the defensive ca- 
pacity of the Empire by thorough-going 
measures. In the face or these 
developments it is only by carrying out the 
tried principle of universal military service 
that we may expect those qualities in our 
army on which its strength and. glory are 
based, and which will maintain for Germany 
the position of honor she has occupied among 
the powers in the past. Unanimously fired 
with this conviction, the federal powers pro- 
pose to you the adoption of a bill, which, 
while modifying the peace effective, renders 
possible the utilization of our defensive to 
the fullest extent. In this matter you will 
not fail to recognize the magnitude of the 
sacrifice by the nation. You Delieve with me 
that the necessity for sacrifice will be in- 
creasingly recognized and the patriotism of 
the nation will be ready to assume the bur- 
dens that must be borne for the honor and 
security of the Fatherland, 

**In order to lighten these burdens so far 
as possible the period of service inthe army 
will be reduced to the extreme limit, which 
from a military point of view can be con- 
ceded. At the same time more extended 
training and the employment of younger 
men for the military service will not only 
lessen the much felt inequality in the fulfill- 
ment of military service, but will also dimin- 
ish the economic military disadvantages 
arising from the older class of men being 
called toserve. This class will moreover get 
more relief than they enjoy under the exist- 
ing system. 

*‘In order to enable the Federal States to 
make budgetary provisions for the means re- 
quired to strengthen the army, it becomes 
necessary toopen up new sources of revenue. 
With this object bills will be placed before 
the Bundesrath for the further taxation of 
beerand brandy, and also for the further 
taxation of bourse transactions.’’ 

In conciusion his majesty said: 

**In inviting you to enter upon your labors, 
I know tnat an appealto you that you con- 
duct your deliberations In a patriotic spirit ts 
not necessary. The firm willof the nation to 
safeguard the inheritance of our fathers, to 
secure peace and to preserve for the father- 
land its most cherished possessions will, I 
feel convinced, lead to your agreement tothe 
course proposed by meand my high allies. 
Should this come to pass then the Empire 
may regard the future without anxiety, 
trusting in God and its own strength.’’ 

It is estimated that the new taxes will 
reach 58,000,000 marks. The army bill re- 
quires a. capital expenditure of 65,000,000 
marks and an annual expenditure of 64,000,000 
marks. Itisexpected that the Government 
will be obliged to adjust matters by modify- 
ing the dimensions of their military scheme 
or by the exactions of large contributions.

PROCEEDINGS FORMALLY OPENED IN BRUSSELS 


TO-DAY. -:. 

BRUSSELS, Nov. 22.—The international 
monetary conference met at3o’clock this 
afternoon. The proceedings were purely 
formal. 
been selected in all Brussels for the meeting 
of the conference than the Palaise des Acade- 
mies. The grande saile, or marble hall, 
where the delegates hold their meetings, 
looks out on one side upon the splendid 
park, which is the fashionable summer 
resort of the residents of Brussels, and 
while the View sweeps along the front of the 
Palais Royalto the Rue Royale on the other 
side, a wide expanse of garden, statue 
aGorned, divides the Palais des Academies 
from the Place RKegente,a continuation of 
the finest of the boulevards of Brussels. The 
delegates will find themselves within easy 
walking access of almost everything worth 
seeing in the Belgian Capital. The Palals de 
la Nation, where the deputies meet, is just 


across the park irom the _ Royal 
Palace. The Bourse, the Art Mu- 
seum, the Cathedral (8t. Gudulep) 


the Palais des Beaux Art, the Musee Moderne, 
the new Palais de Justice and the finest of 
Brussels’ edifices—the Hotel de Ville—are all 
within a radius of a mile of the place of con.- 
ference. The interior of the hall In which 
the delegates deliberate is one of the hand- 
somestin the capital. Marble shafts along 
the walls, with strikingly effective paintings 
between them, form the dominant features 
of the hall. Twelve of these paintings, all of 
recent production, represent a sequence of 
great events in Beigian history from the 
doubtful historic episode when the Belgian 
tribes under Ambeorix swore to beat back 
ttre Roman invaders or toperish, until the 
coronation of the first King, Leopold, 
1881. Other mural subjects picture the rise of 
arts and sciencesin Belgium. If the dele- 
gates choose to study them they will find the 
story and art of Belgium made easy and 
pleasant forthem. Inthe gardens abutting 
on the conference hall the,most notable of the 
statues are a study of Cain by the 
sculptor Ichatte, and a discus thrower by 
Bessels. The countries which have ac- 
cepted the invitation of the United States 
Government to send delegates to the confer- 
ence are Austro-Hungary, Belgium, France, 
Germany, Great Britain, Greece, Italy, the 
Netherlands, Portugal, Roumania, Russia, 
Servia, Spain, Sweden and Norway and 
Switzerland.

DISCUSSED BY LONDON NEWSPAPERS. 

LONDON, Nov. 22.—The Times, in discussing 
the monetary conference at Brussels, says:

Allen Harrison Hanged for Murdering 
Hetty Adams. 

HUNTINGTON, W. Va., Nov. 22.—Allen Har- 
rison was hanged at 2 15 p. m, to-day. 
crime for which Allan Harrison 
executed was committed April2, 1592. 
wasa good looking young man, aged 21, of 
pecullar habitsand ofstrong likes and dls- 
likes. He became enamored of pretty Hetty 
Adams, thel7-year old daughter of Frank 
Adams, a prosperous farmer lUving near 
Ona in this county, and whenshe repelled 
his advances he determed that he would 
kill her and then commit suicide, 
He purchased a bottle of ‘audanum 
and secured a revolver. He swallowed the 
drug at his home and then went direct tothe 
home ofthe girl. He found her bending over 
the kitchen stove enzaged in buildinga fire. 
No onewas near and, stealing in close, he 
fired a bullet Into her neart, killing her in- 
Stantliy. He slipped away quietiy and went 
home to dle, but the drug had weakened by 
age and when the excited neighbors dragged 
him from home he was soon brought oat 
ofthe stupor into which hehad fallenand 
placed underarrest for murder. The affair 
created great excitement and a lynching bee 
was narrowly averted.

SURE OF ‘TWO. 


Yow Has a Witness Who Handled 


the Foerstel Notes. 


Charles Creighton Declares He Saw 
the Name Signed. 


HE 8AYS THE TREASURER INDORSED 
ONE IN HIS OFFICE. 


The Other, He Claims, He Took to Foer- 
stelville and the Treasurer Signed It 
in a Back Room There—A Conversa- 
tion in Which Mr, Foerstel Is Repre- 
sented as Discussing His Dsbts—The 
Treasurer Refuses to Talk—Comptroller 
Stevenson’s Statement. 


When the suit of Money Lender Sandford 
N. Barton against City Treasurer M. J. Foer- 
stel for the recovery of $7,200 on four notes 
which the Treasurer says are forged, comes 
up before Judge Fischer, decidedly the most 
interesting figure on the witness-stand will 
be W. F. Yow. He was Mr. Foerstel’s agent 
in all the financial transactions between the 
Treasurer and money lenders,and negotiated 
with Mr. Barton the four notes on which ap- 
pear the indorsements said to be forged. He 
isa North Carolinian by birth, and has the 
raw-boned, musuclar frame of all 
the duck hunters along Currituck 
Sound and thereabouts, with the 
mild and steady eye of most of the Southern 
countrymen. Hisexperience on the police 
force, where he came into dally contact with 
detectives and criminals, taught him 
how to distinguish between the 
several grades of felons, and he understands 
probably thata forgery can be made a very 
serious thing forthe man whouttersit. He 
understands, too, that the declaration of 
Treasurer Foerstel that the notes bear 
a forged name is an injurious 
attack upon himself unless he can 
prove the signingof the notes. Yet in face of 
this situation, which it might well be sup- 
posed would make aman very nervous who 
had the most complete confidence in 
himself, Yow is carrying on 
a little restaurant and chop-house 
business on Ninth street, waiting on custo- 
mers withoutany perturbation of mind that 
is apparent, and has installed his daughter 
in the place as housekeeper. 

YOW HAS A WITNESS. 

His behavior fromthe very first has indl- 
cated that he did pot apprehend any d)sagree- 
able resultsto himself from the investiga- 
tion. Yow’s attitude, under the circum- 
Stances, has been so remarkablethat the 
Post-DIsPATCH reporter asked him if he 
could substantiate his claims that the signa- 
tures are genuine by other witnesses. 

‘*Oh yes,’’ said he, ‘‘that will all appear 
on thetrial.’*’ Hespoke with arn indifferent 
air, likea man who felt sure of his ground. 
YesterJay afternoon Yow brought a re- 
porter face to face this witness. 
His name ts Charles Oreighton. He used 
to be a porter at the Southern Hotel, and 
later still was a saloon-keeper on Market 
street. Hels now a solicitor in the city for 
the Waukesha Hygela Mineral Water Co. He 
is a young man, about BO appar- 
ently, and is rather slender. His complexion 
is ight, and sois his musiache. When the 
reporter saw him his mineral water wagon 
stood at the door of Yow’schop-house,and he 
was eating ple and drinking coffee 
served by Yow’s daughter. ‘*This 
man saw Foerstel sign some 
of the notes he says are forged,’’ Yow said to 
the reporter, indicating Creighton witha 
nod of the head, and then turning away to 
serve a customer with sandwiches. 

SAYS HE SAW THEM SIGNED, 

‘*‘Why, yes,’’ said Creighton, ‘‘I did. I’ve 
often taken notes to Foerstel from Yow and 
brought them back to him signed.’’ 

‘*‘Were you inthe habit of taking them to 
the office in the City Hallor out to Foerstel- 
Vilie?:’’ 

**Both,’’ said Creighton. ‘*Sometimes I 
went to the office and sometimes to Foerstel- 
ville after him. lremember two of the notes 
Barton has perfectly well. One 
was for $4,500 — 1’m pretty sure 
that was the figure — and the 
other was for $2,200. The $2,200 one he 
signed at his desk inthe room of his office,and 
the otherone he signedinthe back room at 
his place in Fourstelville. I don’t see how 
there could be any doubt of his signing them 
atall.’’ 

‘*Did you talk to Mr. Foerstelabout his 
money matters at any time when you went to 
see him?’’ 

‘*‘What was that first note I took to Foer 
Stelville?’’ said Creighton, appealing to 
Yow, who shook his head, as if not remem- 
bering. ‘‘Well, any way, that time Foerstel 
told me that he needed some money because 
he was paying out $7,000 a month on those 
bulildinxzs out there,.’’ 

‘*You mean $70)?’’ Yow corrected. 

‘*No, he said, $7,000,’’ insisted Creighton. 

**Can you explain the conduct of Wr. Foer- 
stel in this matter’’’ was asked of Yow. 

**No, lcan’t. .I don’t know what to make 
ofit. I was just telling Charley the same 
thing when you @ame in. I can’t imagine 
what he means. iI did hear that 
ne said the notes were forgeries 
because he knewlwas away. You know it 
wags four days after he heard they were in 
the bank before he came out and said they 
were forgeries. I think too, that if 
the whole thing hadn’t come out he 
would have paid the notes. I Know that 
last Saturcay Barton came to see me and 
seemed to be greatly elated. He 
said that some friends of Foerstel’s 
had been to see him; that was 
several people running backwards and for- 
wards from one to the other, and he thought 
that Forestel would pay ina few days. Then 
the Post-Dispatcu published the whole 
thing and that spolled the arrangement.’’ 

EDDIE FOERSTEL AS A SPRITE. 

**Do you still owe Mr. Foerstel the $6,609 he 
says you borrowed from him?’’ 

‘‘lowe him some of it. Idon’t kno@ how 
much,’’ 

‘*Has he any security?’’ 

**No, he hasn’t,’’ said Yow calmiy, ‘*We 
were first-rate friends and had confidence in 
each other. If he wanted money I got it fur 
him, and if I wanted any he got it 
for me. Out of the $7,200 on those notes 
Barton holds, and the notes for $6,600 he paid 
for me, he and Eddie gotabout $4,500, I think; 
how mach more I can’t tell exactly.”’ 

Just then the forms of two men darkened 
the front of the chop-house, Yow and 
Creighton looked up. 

**There’s Eddie now,’’ said Yow, placidly. 

The former moved away. Yow walked to 
the door and looked out. The 
son had disappeared. Next to the chop- 
house a sigh with J. Hf, Vette &Co., Money 
tu Loan, swings by the door that opens on 
a narrow stulircase, Yow’s eyes rapidly 
ranupand down the street, came back to 
the sign, and then rested on the door satis- 
fed. Then he went back tohis chop-house 
and Creighton came out, got into his wagon 
and drove off. 

An effort was made to interview Treasurer 
Foerste! on the story of Creighton. In strong 
contrast with the manner of Yow the Treas- 
urer has been from the beginning reluc- 
tant to discuss the notes he says are 
forged. He received the reporter in his pri- 
vate office, where he was signing city bonds, 
and the occupation gave him an excuse to 
kee p his back toward the questioner.

JOHN SCHNEIDEXK IN CHICAGO. 


The Man Who Said Hs Would Jump From 
the Bridge, Found. 


John Schneider isin Chicago. Definite in- 
formation to that effect was received this 
morning by inquiring friends here. Schnel- 
der, it will be remembered, disappeared from 
his home, 2743 Caroline street on Sunday, 


Nov. 5,and on Tuesday,Nov.7, Mrs. Schneider 
received a letter trom her missing husband, 
in which he said he was in East St. Louis, and 
at 8 o’clock that Tuesday night he would 
jump from the big bridge because, as he 
said, he could not kili all the 
snakes in the country. Schneider 
wasastonemason about 36 years of age and 
was working at the Anheuser-Busch brewery 
when he left. He gave up his jobtotake a 
hand in politics in South St. Louls, where 
he is well known, and the strain 
on his constitution seemed to be _ too 
great, for his letter indicates that he 
had ‘‘snakes’’ on Nov. 7, just before the 
election. When he took his departure he left 
a wife and three small children, and tothe 
wife he gave the task of raising money to 
meet notes on their home, which Is being 
paid for on the installment plan. It was 
Said that Schneider went away with 
another woman. He was seenin a saloon, 
not two blocks from his home, on Tuesday 
night, Nov. 7,at8 o’clock, the hourhe said 
he would make the death leap from the big 
bridge. Mrs. Schneider said she did not be- 
lieve that story. He went away fora change 
she thought, as he and she. did not get 
along very well together. He would sleep at 
home, she sald, but he very seldom ate his 
meals there, and seldom spoke toher. Mrs. 
Schneider put the matter in the hands of the 
police, and told them to notify her if any 
floaters were picked up out of the river, 
though she was quite sure he did not jump 
in. ‘this morning a letter was received from 
K. Krahenleuhl, a stonemason living at 23 
Newton street, Chicago, which throws the 
first light on the dark mystery of Schneider's 
disappearance, Krahenleuhl says he noticed 
in the St. Louls papers the myste- 
rious disappearances of a stonemason 
named Schnelder,and as a man had just 
gone to work on the Chicago University now 
in course of construction he inquired of 
Lew!is Stevens, the head mason, and learned 
his name was Schneider and that he came 
from st. Louls. Krahenleuh!l did not 
ask Schnelder to return to st. Louis, nor did 
be ask him why he left but he thought he 
would inform his friends and his wife of his 
whereabouts and put an end to their sus- 
pense.

IMPASSIONED ADDRESS BY A REVOLU- 


TIONISTt MEMBER. 


Charges of Fraud and Corruption Bandied , 


About—A Wild Ecsne of Tumult, in 
Which Challenges to the Field of Honor 
Are Exchanged—Panama Canal Scan- 
dal Aired. 


PaRIs, Nov. 22.— Yesterday the debate on the 
Panama Canal casein the French Chamber 
of Deputies opened amid general hilarity,the 
deputies asking each other what charges 
would be made against them and betting on 
the chances of Delahaye {making specific 
charges. The odds were immensely in favor 
of his speech being filled with gonerall- 
ties. When Delahaye mentioned the 
‘‘evfl genius of the Panama company’’ 
it was supposed he referred to Baron Reinach 
whose death startled the world of politicians, 
with whom his relations, direct and indirect 
were extensive. He wasthe head center of 
a sort of syndicate of press and parlimentary 
wire-pullers for the Panama Canal Co, who 
are down in the schedule as having eaten up 
in one set of affairs nearly 89,- 
000,000 and in another set a sum 
not much smaller, It remains to be seen 
whether Arton was the Baron’s immediate 
agent for buying votes orif he really repre- 
sented him inthe same degree asthe Baron 
did the Panama company or whether he was 
the Baron’s agent in the lobby of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies when the lottery bill was be- 
ing discussed. Reinach’s wife was a daugh- 
ter of Emden Hines. His fortune Will be de- 
vided among four children. 

A London correspondent says that since 
the Panama scandal the Baron has suffered 
from insomnia, for which he used the power- 
ful and dangerous narcotic, sulphona, which 
he called his comforter.

YESTERDAY'S UPROAR. 

Yesterday’s scene of wild excitement has 
rarely been equaled even inthe French Cham- 
ber of Deputies. M. Jules Delahaic, who 
is a revolutionist deputy from Chinon, 
raised the question of the Panama canal 
prosecutions. He denounced that Govern- 
ment in the severest language, stating 
that the authorities had wholly neglected 
their duty, and had permitted the gravest 
and most colossalcrimes to go nnpunished. 
He demanded that justice be done speedily 
and that the men of influence and wealth ac- 
cumulated by gigantic frauds be brought to 
exposure and punishment. There was a 
clamorous scene while Delahaic was speak. 
ing, some applauding and others denounc- 
ing his utterances. Angry recriminat- 
ions followed, and deputies charged each 
other in express teems with desire to protect 
the guilty. One speaker claimed that he could 
point out men in that chamber, who had 
shared inthe spolls. Adozen deputies rose 
in an exctted manner to ask whom he meant, 

The answer was lost in the clamor and con- 
fusion. Members shook fists Ineach others 
faces, and several tried to climb the tribune 
atonce. The President rapped for order, 
but noboay seemed to heed, The 
melee was more general and dis- 
gracefulthan any witnessed in the Chamber 
during the present republic. 

Deputies called each other thieves, 
followed the lusulting words 

challenge to the death. 
No less than three challenges 
were given for duels. M. Alexis De Launey, 
moderate Republican, and deputy for Beau- 
vais, challenged Antine Germain, deputy for 
Trevoux, and member of the Left Center. 
Boissy- D’ Anglas, member from Ar- 
deche, challeuged M. Delahaic 
and Paul DeRoulde, the noted 
Boulangist, challenged M. Hubbard of Seine- 
et Pise, anti-Boulangist. It was a bitter 
struggle and first really signal demonstration 
of the Boulangists since the downfall of 
their party. It was useless for the Gov- 
ernment to oppose the onset, and sothe 
Ministry ylelded by consenting to the ap- 
pointment of a parliamentary corm.- 
mittee to inquire into the 
charges of corruption in connection with the 
Panama Canal, 

HAKASSING FLOQUET-. 

The Cocarderepeats its accusation against 
M,. Floquet, decidring that it gave the wrong 
date in making its original charges in order 
toentrap M. Floguet. It also threatens to 
publish compromising documents, As the 
editor, however, must goto prison five days 
hence unless he pays a fine recently imposed 
upon him, which he seems unable to do, very 
little importance is attached to his threats. 
He has been a constant wire-puller in his 
campaign against public men. When M, 
Floquet spokein to-day’s debate his voice 
was choking with passion. At the close of 
the debate M. Hubbard was seen trying to 
reach out to strike M. Deroulede, who was 
being restrained by his friends, 
tween M. Cassagnac and Bolsey d’Alglais 
was also prevented by the interference of 
other deputies. M. Floquet sank exhausted 
into his chair. The noise was deafening.

Robert Burke, Shot by Chas. Anderson, 
Returns to the City Hospital. 


Robert Burke returned to the City Hospital 
last nightin a dying condition, the result of 
a gunshot wound inflicted by Charles Ander- 
son on Aug. 15 ilast.. Anderson, who 
is a@ young man, 22 years of age, was 
arrested last night by Officer Lee 


ofthe Sixth Dtstrict and this morning he 
swore out a warrant charging Anderson 
with assault to klll soas to hotd him until 
Burke recovers or dies, He caught him 
at Second and North Market streets working 


‘Inthe railroad yards and locked himupat 


the Stxth District Station. 

The cause ofthe shooting on Aug. 15 was 
a love affair. Burke who ts only a boy 19 
years ofage was paying attention toa girl 
on Prescottavenue, onwhom Anderson alse 
bestowed bis affections. They met several 
times while paying visits to 
young lady and harsh words 
Threats to kill were made 
parties if the other did not stop 
calling on the girland the jealous hatred for 
each Other grew intense. On the night of 
Aug. 14 Burke, fearing that Anderson would 
carry out his threat to shoot him on sight the 
next time he met him, determined to be pre- 
pared for an attack. He had no money to 

revolver sO he 

Going to 
Bridge road 
had closed for the night he forced an en- 
trance and stole the revolver of the bartende 
er, Alonzo Robertson of 601 Cary avenue, who 
was sleepingthere. Robertson woke upand 
was aboutto grapple with Burke when he 
felt the cold muzzle of the weapon 
against his head, Burke told 
Robertson he needed the revolver worse 
thanhbe did, and that he wouid return it 
when it had doneits work. Robertson recog- 
nized Burke and sald nothing of the burgiary 
the next day. Just after dark the next 
night Burke and Anderson met on 
Prescott and Harris avenues. ‘They caught 
sight of each other atthe same momentand 
both drew their weapons at the same time, 
They stood at short range and fired at each 
other about three times. Burke fellwitha 
bullet in his abdomen and Anderson ran 
away. Officers Lee and Smith were not a 
block away when the shooting began- 
and when they ran up to the spot several 
bullets from Burke’s revolver whistled by 
their heads. Burke had risen to his feet by 
the time the officers arrived and emptied his 
revolver at them. Officer Smith knocked 
the pistol from his hand 
and laced him under arrest 
while Officer Lee started in pursuit of Ander- 
son. Hecaught him trying toclimba fence, 
and as he still held the revolver he fired on 
him, Anderson surrendered and went with 
the officer to the station. Burke was in 
great — and he was sent to. the 
Cit lospital as quickly as S- 
sible. Dr. Marks examined the wound, 
The bullet bad cut through four intestines, 
penetrated the kidney and. entered the 
vertebrae. Part of the kidney was 
removed and the intestines were sewed 
up, but the physicians did not think 
Burke could stand the shock of hav- 
ine the builet extracted from his spine, 
Burke grew better slowly. It was found 
necessary tooperate on him again and he 
improved more rapidly after the operation, 
On Oct. 15, two months after he was shot, he 
left the City Hospital and went to hig 
home, 416K Warne avenue. Last night he . 
was carried back to tie institution with h 
abdomen swolien twice Its natural size an 
highly inflamed. His abdomen will be oper- 
ated on again.
